‘A newanx made by Sir Thomas Wade, 
in the course of his recent speech at 
the Consulate, forces us to remember 
the celebrated prophecy of the vener- 
able Wenseang—that, though now we 
are anxious for the Chinese to move, 
‘& time will come when they will move 
too fast to please us. Sir Thomas 

Wade similarly expresses his conviction 
that, “the barriers between them and 
outer nations once away, there will be 
nothing to hinder the Chinese from 
becoming, in intelligence and in strength, 
the equals of the greatest powers upon 
earth.” ‘The remark is a striking one, 
and deserves more serious consideration 
than it will probably receive at the 
bands, not only of foreigners resident 
in China, but even of European states- 
men. For a country which possesses 
such immense reserves of Jatent wealth 
and strength must eventually become 
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an important factor in the world’s 
politics, if her people are capable of 
attaining to the higher moral and 
intellectual standard of the West. The 
subject is one upon which an essay 
might be easily written, and involves 
nothing less than an analysis of the 
character and civilisation of a people 
whom those best acquainted with them 
very imperfectly understand, It is im- 
possible for a calm watcher of events 
to deny that China is moving, and is 
showing symptoms of moving still more 
rapidly in the future. Sir Charles 
Dilke has probably hit upon a trath, 
when he says that China has suffered 
by comparison with Japan, The extra- 
ordinary pace at which tho Island 
Empire has moved in the direction of 
change, has made us blind to the steadier 
advance of “The Middle Kingdom.” 
‘The traveller who pays a flying visit 
to the two countries, and produces a 
book entitled—“Ten minutes with tho 
Mikado,” “Peeps at the Pekines 
some other work de: 
ance from “apt alliteration’s artfal 
aid,” is obliged to contrast the two 
countries, and sees the progressive and 
the retrospective nations: in startling 
and palpable juxtaposition, Bat all 
the adoption by tho Japanese of 
foreign civilisation has not and will not 
render them the equal of the Anglo- 
Saxon, Aud notwithstanding their 
divergencies, there is sufficient simi- 
larity in the characteristics of the two 
nations to make us believe that the 
Chinese will fail equally with the Ja- 
paneso in reaching the standard of 
Western races. If we are mistaken in 
supposing this inherent defect, if the 
Chinese really have the moral and in- 
tellectual energy, the physical bravery, 
and are capable of developing the 
high sense of honor which is 
cognised in the West, China will 
indeed present a formidable appearance. 
The laborious industry, the commercial 
aptitude, and the vast numbers of her 
people, as well as the superb wealth 
of resource which she possesses, will 
give her “a voice potential” in the 
affairs of the world, For good or 
evil, or for both, China would have 
stupendous power when once she 
asserts her position and abandons her 
exclusivism. She cav, whenever she 
likes, flood and undersell all competitors 
in the labour markets of the world. 
If disposed for aggression, she could 
send out armies more numerous than 
those of Alaric and Attila, In fact, 
in peace or war, China could show 
herself a monster power in the world, 














ree 











and no statesmen in any European 
country would, twenty years hence, be 
able to make any political combination, 
or organise any political programme, 
without considering China and the 
Chinese as most important factors in 
the sum. All this fature, however, 
depends on the question whether the 
Chinese havo the necessary quelifica- 
tions to work it ont—and we doubt the 
fact. Perseverance they have, intelli- 
gence they have; but they appear to 
lack both the intellectual and physical 
energy which has impelled the nations 
of the West ever forward in the paths 
of civilisation and science.

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‘THE CUBA EMIGRATION REPORT. 
Ir is said that copies of the Report of 
.the Commissioners sent by the Chinese 
Government in 1874, to ascertain the 
condition of the Chinese coolies in 
Cuba, are being widely distributed to 
the various officials throughout the 
Empire; and in so far as it might 
persuade the latter to hinder possible 
emigrants to that island, the proceeding 
is a perfectly natural and proper one. 
Tho conclusions drawn by the Com- 
missioners were, that the Chinese are 
held there in a state of slavery. ‘The 
evidence is a continuous tale of hard- 
ship, wrong, aud cruelty. Too generally 
kidnapped in the first instance, over- 
worked and maltreated while they are 
held in bondage, tho men frequently 
commit suicide in despair; aud their 
return home under the system pursued 
seems practically almost impossible. In 
80 far, therefore, as the circulation of the 
Report may induce honest Magistrates 
to hinder voluntary emigrants, or to 
convince the dishonest who have too 
often connived at abduction, of the 
iniquity of the proceeding, the circu. 
Jation of the Report can do nothing 
but good. Unless, however, it is ac- 
companied by a proper explanation of 
its origin, it may do great harm by 
engendering a belief that foreigners 
generally aro guilty, towards Chinese 
abroad, of the cruelties which they 
have suffered at the hands of their 
taskmasters in Cuba. We know how 
little the Chinese distinguish between 
nation and nation, So far, perhaps, as 
the country-people think at all, 
they have ‘ prevailing impression 
that most people who are not Chinese 
aro English ; people living at the 
treaty ports or in their immediate 
neighbourhood have a clearer percep- 
tion of differences ; but to the mass of 
people in the interior, » foreigner is 
simply a foreigner, andif they Lear that 
Chinamen are treated abroad in the 
manner disclosed in this report, all 
foreigners will come in for the odium, 
The civility enjoined by the recent 
proclamation will be contrasted with 
the cruelties narrated by the Commis- 
siouers, aud the people will be more 
irritated against foreigners than ever. 
What should be done, in all fairness, 
is to circulate, with the Report, a 
memorandum explaining to how very 
small a place its disclosures refer, and 
that the Government were actually 
advised to send out the Commission 
by the Ministers of other nations, 
who were revolted at the system 
pursued and the tales in circula- 
tion, of cruelties practised upon the 
unhappy “emigrants.” As a matter of 
fact, the system of kidnapping under 
which the ranks of the coolies were 
rectuited was practised under the eyes of 
the Canton officials, without an effort to 
suppress it, And the Central Govern- 
ment was really goaded into action by 
the representations of the foreign 




















Ministers, and of the Press, who were 
persistent in denouncing the inhuman 
traffic. It is the influence of the 
English, far more than of the 
Chinese, Government which emptied 
the barracoons of Macao ; and similarly 
it was foreign influence, and not an 
innate horror at the wrongs suffered 
by its people, which impelled the Chi- 
nese Government to send forth the 
Commission which has disclosed the 
sufferings of the Chinese coolies in 
Cuba. Collectively as well as severally, 
as a Government as well as individually, 
Chinese officials are ready enough to 
assert in rounded platitudes the doc- 
trines of right and justice; but their 
actions are far from corresponding 
with their words. So far as they were 
themselves concerned, their efforts to 
stop the traffic or to relieve their 
countrymen would not have extended, 
at most, beyond a well-worded memorial 
or a hortative proclamation. It will, 
therefore, be doubly irritating if the 
circulation of the Report on Cuba 
should lead to misconception, which a 
few accompanying words of honest ex- 
planation would easily remov

‘Tas Returns of trade at the northern 
ports, with the exception of New- 
chwang, show a serious decline in 
imports-—Newehwang took 93,000 
pieces of Grey Shirtings, against 55,000 
in the corresponding quarter of 1875, 
and 166,000 pieces of ‘I'-Cloths, which 
is nearly double the aggregate import 
of the corresponding terms in the 
three preceding years. ‘The import 
of Opium was also double, and that 
of Iron slightly larger. Woollens 
show a small decrease. The Revenue 
varied only Tls. 500.—But the Tientsin 
returns show a decrease, which is the 
more noteworthy because it has been 
continuous forthreeyears. ‘The figures

And in connexion with this fact it is 
remarkable that no internal trausit 
passes were taken out. Woollens show 
no material variation, except Lustres, 
of which only 5,324 pieces were im- 
ported, aud a similar falling off was 
noticed in the previous quarter, in 
respect both of these goods and of 
Shirtings. No doubt the disturbed 
state of the North-west, and the suffer- 
ings of Pebehili from flood and 
drought, have had much to do with the 
decrease ; but the fact is serious. The 
revenue, too, has shown a steady decline 
over the same period, and a like decrease 
was noticeablein the previous quarter.— 
Chefoo is in a scarcely better position. 
A decline is to be noted in the import 
of Shirtings, both in this and the pre- 
vious quarter ; the figures for July- 
September being only 62,279 against 
103,979 pieces in the same term of 
1875. T-Cloths, too, figure for only 
41,000 pieces, against 70,000. Lns- 
tres appear to, have collapsed, only 
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570 pieces having been imported, and 
2,255 pieces in the April-June quarter, 
against 4,927 and 11,407 respectively 
in the corresponding terms of 1875. 
The revenue also shews a continuous 
decline. 

Hankow, notwithstanding the stag-

‘PRE POSTAL CONVENTION. 
Tae various countries of Europe two 
years ago entered into a Postal Con- 
vention, for the international forwarding 
of correspondence at a uniform rate, 
which came into effect on the Ist July, 








1875. Thesystemis, in themain, aninter- 
national extension of the postal system 
of Great Britain, and is intended both 
to afford greater facilities to the public 
for correspondence and to simplify 


international postage accounts. The 
unit of weight is made as near the 
English half-ounce as the exigencies of 
Continental weights will permit, while 
the rate of postage is 25 centimes, or 
say 2hd. One of the principles on 
which the new system is founded is, 
that each country keeps the revenue 
it collects, whether in postage stamps 
or in the delivery of unpaid letters, 
and makes use of the means of con- 
veyance provided by the other mem- 
bers of the Union, either free or at 
fixed rates per kilogram. Such a sys- 
tem is sufficiently simple when conter- 
minous couutries as those on the Con- 
tinent of Europe are concerned ; but 
difficulties naturally begin to obtrnde 
themselves when more distant countries, 
such as thé United States and the 
Colonies of Great Britain, come to join 
in the Convention. In these ca: 
cial arrangements have to be m 
account of the great expense of Ocean 
mails and the necessity in most cases 
of heavy subsidies being paid. This

advantage of the new arrangement, 
and that the British Postal agencies 
at the Treaty ports will continue 
to work, as heretofore, as branches 
of and therefore under the same 
conditions as the Hongkong office. On 
the other hand, the Government of 
Hongkong has been discussing the de- 
sirability of raising the rates of postage 
ruling along the coast. These rates 
were reduced, a few months ago, from 
8 cents to 4 cents by private steamer ; 
but the former rate is still charged by 
wail; and it does seem absurd that, 











while a letter can be carried from 
one end of Enrope to another for 24d., 
the British Government should continue 
to charge 4d. for sending one from 
Hongkong to Shanghai, The proposal 
seems now to be to raise the rate even 
by private steamer to the former 
standard, as by a still more absurd 
arrangement the Colony gots no benefit 
whatever out of the const postage.

Natare, Arty and, Literature,“ In Nab 
Beauty is perceived and appreciated by t 

ic instinct of the soul, aud through the 

ions of science. The same mathe- 
ical formula which gathers the leaves of a 
plant about the stem, determines the arrange- 
ment of the planets about the sun. The 
crystal, as i¢ lies imprisoned in its rocky bed, 
ja'the ‘very embodiment of beauty. The 
dream of Plato has been more than 
t line of Beauty, called the 
ventranced the mind of 

and which has fascin: 
matician for 20 centuries, has been found 
by modern scholars to be the pathway of th 
stars; so that while Plato pored over h 
Problems, and sublimely guessed the great 

inciples which they involved, the heavenly 
Bodies, with their sweeping’ orbits, were 
even then tracing this self-same diagram upon 
infinite space. 

Beauty in Artwas also eloquently portrayed. 
Among other illus the speaker re. 
ferred to the wonderful influence of song to 
move and i. It sways th 
soul with a regal sooptre, and its influence 
précminently moral. Never was th 
of music more lly seen than whe 
the strains of 
seillaise Hymn, the allied armies w 
the grand assault along the hvight 
Sevastopol ; and when the standard of victory, 
amid sheeted fire and flame, was planted in 
triumph on the brow of the Malakoff, 

‘The speaker lastly treated of the Beauty of 
Morality as seen in Literature, ‘None bat a 
good mau can become a great or success: 
orator ; and the same truth may be illus 
in other departments of Literature wi 
of Poetry or Prose, A vicious sentiment, 
though hidden under a mask of elegant words, 
can never constitute true Beauty. How 
would the world be shocked if a Longfellow 
or a Teunyson should become the author of 
‘an immoral poem. ‘The spell with which they 
now hold the public would be broken. Their 
past efforts would be stripped of their charm 
and their power, 

But after all, it may be asked whether per- 
fect Beauty ever has or ever can be reached. 
Tt has been said that even Nature is crippled 
‘and imperfect, never fully realized her 
beau idéal. Beh all speech there is au 
eloquence which does not come forth with 
the words; behind all music there is a tender- 
ness that is not quite realized in expression 
behind all forms of art there lurks an idea 
which the human artist can never render. 

‘And shall it always be s0? Shall man never 
reach the realization of his dream? Culture 
will work wonders in an indefinite future. An- 
other Angelo may come, robed in light, to 
teach new lessons of art; another Mozart may 
arise, to startle the world with unheard of 

j but above and beyond all, there is 
perfection that can only be attained in a world 
where all is beauty, and glory, and light.

‘Tho case for the prosecution was opened 
this morning, 

Mr. G. J. Monersox appearing on behalf of 
the Company, and Yano Hepino again acting 
as interpreter. 

‘The firat witness called was, 

Peres borssx, who deposed—I am a native 
of Denmark. T am thirty years of age, Tam 
‘employed as conductor of trains on the Woo- 
‘sung Railway. On the 4th inst., when we 
came down with the first train at 6 o'clock, 
the Station Master at Woosung terminus told 
us there bad been a lot of men there, headed 
by Fangefdog, who said they intended taking 
away all the Chinese workmen on that part 
of the line. He said that on hearing the 
whistle of the engine of the train coming 
down, they had gone back into the fields. 
He pointed them out to me. ‘There we 
large number, in two different places, standing 
back about ® quarter or « third of a mile 
from the train. He also said Féug-fén 
was the leading man, Feug-féng was not ther 
but I know him as having given much trou: 
ble before. The Station Master said he ap- 
prehended that as soon as the train left, there 
would bea disturbance. I suggested a telegram 
should be sent to Shanghai. There was no 
other sign of disturbance when we left at 
seven o'clock. On going down again with 
the eight o'clock train, we were told at the 
Bar Station that there ‘was a serious disturb- 
‘ance at Woosung, and that all the watchmen 
and permanent way men had been taken away, 
with all their tools. We could see a large 
umber of men there ; and when we arrived 
ithin about 300 yards of the Creek Station 
platform, L saw Féog-féug, with a 
about 40 or 50 men, standing on the e 
ment, ‘There were hundreds of others on the

NAVAL COURT. 


Chefoo, — Dec, 1876. 
A Naval Court was held at Chefoo, to inquire 
into the cause of the wreck and abandonment 
of the British barque Salaci+, of Melbourne, 
official number 53,964, which happened on 
the 18th Nov. ‘The vessel having grounded 
in crossing the har at Newehwang, on her way 
to Swatow with a cargo of beancake, a heavy 
‘sea got up and go injured her that she had to 
be run aground to save her from sinking. 
‘The Captain and crew were taken up to 
Newchwang in a pilot boat, just in time to get 
across here by the Inst vessel of the season, 
The decision of the Court is as follows :—
